SUMMARY: DURING THIRD DAY OE DAKAR CONE ON COMMODITIES 
(DCC), ALGERIA PROPOSED EIGHT POINT PROGRAM 
TO ENABLE LDC TO GAIN CONTROL OF THEIR OWN RESOURCES. 
WHILE ALGERIAN REP, COMMERCE MIN YAKER, 

CONTINUED TONE OF CONFRONTATION FROM HIS 
EARLIER SPEECH (REF B), OTHER NATIONS EMPHASIZED 
NEED FOR CONSULTATION AND COOPERATION WITH 
DEVELOPED COUNTRIES WHILE FOCUSING ON ISSUES OF 
PARTICULAR INTEREST. SOME DELS TOOK OCCASION 
TO CONDEMN US POLICIES COMPLETELY UNRELATED TO 
RAW MATERIAL QUESTIONS.END SUMMARY. 

1. YAKER NOTED EIGHT POINTS IN PRESENTING 

ALGERIAN PROGRAM TO CREATE NEW WORLD ECONOMIC ORDER: 

(l)OPEC IS ELEMENT OF JOINT THIRD WORLD EFFORT, NOT 
MERELY AN ASSOC. FOR OIL EXPORTERS; (2) RAW 
MATERIAL STUDIES SHOULD CONSIDER NEED FOR ECONOMIC 
LIBERATION; (3) OPEC-STYLE NEW PRODUCER GROUPS 
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SHOULD BE ESTABLISHED; (4)LDC PRODUCER COUNTRIES 
SHOULD OBTAIN CONTROL OF MULTI-NATIONAL CORPS 
EXPLOITING AND COMMERCIALIZING THEIR RAW MATERIALS; 

(5) LDCS WITH SURPLUS FINANCES (OPEC NATIONS) SHOULD 
FINANCE PRICE STABILIZATION STOCKS FOR RAW MATERIALS; 

(6) LDC-PRODUCED RAW MATERIAL PRICES SHOULD BE 
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INDEXED TO PRICES OF PRINCIPAL MANUEACTURED GOODS 
IMPORTED FROM DCS IN ORDER TO PROTECT THIRD WORLD 
REAL TERMS-OF-TRADE; (7) THREATS OR MEASURES OF 
AGGRESSION AGAINST ANY LDCS (READ OPEC NATIONS) 

MUST BE CONSIDERED AS ACT AGAINST ALL LDCS; 

(8) COORDINATING GROUP MUST BE CREATED AMONG 
PRODUCER ORGANIZATIONS TO ENABLE LDCS GAIN CONTROL 
OF PRODUCTION AND COMMERCIALIZATION RAW MATERIALS, 
DEFEND PRICES AND TERMS OF TRADE, DEFEND AGAINST 
ECONOMIC OR OTHER AGGRESSION, AND FINANCE "MEASURES 
OF SOLIDARITY" FOR LEAST DEVELOPED COUNTRIES. 

2.0THER SPEAKERS MADE FOLLOWING POINTS: GUYANA 
CALLED ON LDCS TO ESTABLISH PERMANENT DIALOGUE AMONG 
THEMSELVES AND TO RESERVE THIER AGRICULTURAL SURPLUSE 
FOR EACH OTHER. SRI LANKA EMPHASIZED FATE OF LEAST 
DEVELOPED COUNTRIES AND CALLED STABILIZATION OF RAW 
MATERIAL PRICES AND FINANCIAL COMPENSATION FOR 
INCREASED OIL PRICES MOST PRESSING ISSUES FOR 
CONE. NEPAT UNDERLINED NECESSITY TO BE REALISTIC 
AND BE ABLE PUT INTO EFFECT ANY PROGRAM ADOPTED. 

INDONESIA NOTED UTILITY OF PRODUCER ORGANIZATIONS, 

FOR EXAMPLE FOR RUBBER AND OIL, AND ADVOCATED 
FINANCING OF BUFFER STOCKS FOR WIDE RANGE RAW 
MATERIALS. MOROCCO EMPHASIZED NECESSITY TO 
COOPERATE WITH DCS AND CITED MOROCCAN LEADERSHIP 
IN RECENT PHOSPHATE PRICE INCREASES. MOROCCAN 
DEL MOUSSA SAADI SAID HIS GOVT WOULD
